Annua!  Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 

For  the  year  1952. 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Alf reton 
Urban  District  Council. 

Sir,  Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  annual  report  and 
those  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector  and  Surveyor. 

All  the  clinics  in  this  district  are  well  attended,  especially  the 
ante-natal  and  tuberculosis  clinics. 

Infectious  diseases  totalled  295  owing  to  an  epidemic  of 
measles  and  whooping  cough,  which  accounted  for  266  of  the 
cases.  I would  point  out  that  there  was  no  diphtheria  and  no 
puerperal  pyrexia. 

There  has  been  a less  number  of  children  immunised  against 
diphtheria,  and  this  can  be  accounted  for  by  the  fact  that  most 
children  are  now  immunised  during  their  first  year. 

It  only  remains  for  me  to  compliment  the  Sanitary  Inspector 
on  the  excellent  work  which  he  has  done.

Surveyor  s Report. 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Survey , Waterworks 

and  Housing  Committees. 

I append  herewith  a summarised  report  compiled  in  accord- 
ance with  Circular  2/50  dated  25th  January,  1950. 

It  will  be  appreciated  that  this  report  is  of  a brief  character 
only  and  by  no  means  embraces  the  full  working  of  my 
department. 

To  enumerate  fully  the  statistics  and  records  of  all  under- 
takings in  my  control  would  entail  a special  staff,  and  the  final 
report  would  be  much  too  long  for  this  purpose. 


Water  Supply.

Owing  to  the  breakdown  of  the  main  pumping  machinery  at 
Lea  during  the  summer  months  of  the  year  an  acute  shortage 
was  experienced  and  the  supply  was  shut  off  daily  for  several 
weeks.  The  lower  consumption  figures  for  the  year  were  due 
to  shortage  rather  than  a reduction  in  the  demand. 

A scheme  for  an  additional  supply  to  the  Council  from  the 
Derwent  Valley  Water  Board’s  main  at  Heage  was  prepared 
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by  the  Council’s  consulting  engineers  and  a public  enquiry  was 
held  by  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government.  1 he 
findings  of  the  enquiry  have  not  yet  been  received. 

Owing  to  the  widespread  occurrence  of  colliery  subsidence 
in  this  Urban  District  there  have  been  a large  number  of 
bursts  and  leaking  joints  on  the  water  mains  causing  consider- 
able inconvenience  to  the  general  public. 

Damage  to  the  service  reservoir  at  Cotes  Park  by  colliery 
subsidence  has  been  repaired  by  pumping  in  cement  grout 
behind  the  masonry  walls.  The  reservoir  is  now  sound. 

Nine  bursts  occurred  on  the  large  supply  mains  to  Alfreton 
and  29  bursts  on  distribution  mains. 

During  the  year  the  Derwent  Valley  Water  Board  turned  off 
the  water  supply  to  Alfreton  on  two  occasions,  to  effect  repairs. 

Water  Sampling. 

During  the  year  six  samples  have  been  taken  of  mains  water 
after  filtration  and  chlorination  and  all  of  these  were  found 
suitable  for  drinking  purposes.  Two  samples  of  water  taken 
before  filtration  and  chlorination  were  found  to  be  unsatis- 
factory. 

Of  four  samples  of  raw  water  from  boreholes,  three  proved 
to  be  satisfactory  and  one  unsatisfactory.

2,285  lin.  yards  of  7"  main  have  been  replaced  by  a 9"  main 
due  to  opencast  working. 

In  Alfreton  Urban  District  (less  Codnor  Park  and  Ironville) 
public  mains  supply  water  direct  to  7,043  houses  and  20.500 
population. 

Waste  of  Water  Notices— Public  Health  Act,  1875. 

28  Notices  have  been  sent  to  owners  of  property  to  repair 
burst  pipes,  etc.,  causing  wastage  of  water. 
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468  Taps  have  had  new  washers  fitted  free  of  charge  by  the 
Waste  Water  Inspector,  in  order  to  conserve  the  water  supply. 


A daily  record  has  been  kept  of  water  pumped  from  Lea 
Borehole  and  Lindway  Borehole,  and  water  analyses  taken, 
and  returns  sent  to  the  Director  of  the  Geological  Survey  and 
Museum  in  accordance  with  the  above  regulations. 


There  were  120  traditional  houses  and  bungalows  completed 
during  the  year  by  Alfreton  U.D.C.  This  brings  the  total  to 
639.  In  addition,  18  houses  were  completed  by  private  enter- 
prise. 

The  number  of  houses  under  construction  by  Alfreton 
U.D.C.  (at  the  end  of  1952)  was  84,  and  by  private  enterprise  15. 

H ousing  Contracts  Set  to  Contractors  during  1952. 

During  1952  138  houses  have  been  let  to  local  builders  in  18 
contracts  on  Limes  Avenue,  Colin  Street  and  Firs  Estate 
Extension  Sites. 

The  estate  layout  and  houses  type  plans,  together  with 
specifications  and  quantities  have  been  prepared  in  my  office. 
The  practice  of  negotiating  prices  for  small  numbers  of  houses 
based  on  occasional  contracts  put  out  to  tender  has  been  con- 
tinued, and  despite  the  set-hack  mentioned  in  my  last  yearly 
report  concerning  the  Somercotes  site  the  housing  progress 
has  been  maintained.  Alfreton  is  still  the  leading  Urban  Dis- 
trict in  Derbyshire  for  post  war  houses  and  the  success  is  due 
in  no  small  measure  to  the  vigilance  and  co-operation  of  both 
Clerks  of  Works.

Sir,  Mrs.  Bramley  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  twelfth  Annual  Report,  that 
for  the  year  1952.  To  facilitate  comparison,  the  statistical  and 
other  details  have  been  set  out  under  similar  headings  to  those 
of  the  previous  years  and  cover  as  far  as  possible  the  varied 
work  of  the  Public  Health  and  Cleansing  Services  of  the  Urban 
Area. 


The  report  has  been  compiled  in  accordance  with  Circular 
2/53  dated  22nd  January,  1953  and  Circular  42/51  dated  10th 
December,  1951,  issued  by  the  Ministry  of  Health,  and  in  accord- 
ance with  Articles  6 (3)  and  17  (5)  of  the  Sanitary  Officers' 
(outside  London)  Regulations,  1935,  and  Article  14  (3)  of  the 
Sanitary  Officers’  Orders,  1926.  The  latter  requires  Officers  to 
furnish  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  with  a report  of  their 
work  during  the  preceding  year,  as  soon  as  possible  after  the 
31st  December.

Provision  of  Dust  Bins  by  Local  Authority. 

It  will  be  noted  that  127  new  dust  bins  were  provided  during 
the  year,  and  in  24  instances  Statutory  Notices  were  served. 
It  has  not  been  necessary  to  take  legal  proceedings  in  respect 
of  non-compliance  with  notice  to  supply  a dust  bin.  Our  system 
has  been  to  send  the  usual  preliminary  notice  to  the  owner  of 
the  premises  that  the  dust  bin  is  defective  and  requires  replace- 
ment. If  the  owner  defaults  this  is  followed  by  a Statutory 
Notice  to  the  effect  that  if  a dust  bin  is  not  supplied  to  the  prop- 
erty within  twenty-eight  days  the  local  authority  will  supply  one 
in  default,  and  a charge  of  5 - per  year  recoverable  through  the 
general  rate  will  be  levied  in  perpetuity  in  respect  of  the 
property. 

To  date  six  owners  have  requested  me  to  supply  a dust  bin 
and  charge  through  the  general  rate,  two  of  whom  have  since 
paid  for  the  bins.

Matters  coming  to  my  notice  either  by  observation  or  by 
complaint,  requiring  attention  of  the  Surveyor,  were  passed  on 
to  him.  These  matters  chiefly  concerned  Council  House  defects, 
water  supply,  sewers  and  sewage  nuisances,  99  such  instances 
are  recorded  in  my  day  book.  The  inter-departmental  co- 
operation being  all  that  could  be  desired. 

Public  Health  Act,  1936. 

Part  2. — Sanitation  and  Buildings  (Sections  14-90.) 

Sewage  scheme  for  the  District. — Progress  in  the  preparation 
of  the  scheme  is  dealt  with  in  the  Surveyor’s  report.  When  one 
considers  that  owners  usually  have  to  be  prosecuted  to  carry  out 
conversions  to  the  water  carriage  system,  91  such  improve- 
ments during  the  year  may  be  considered  quite  a respectable 
total,  an  increase  of  18  in  the  previous  year.  Owners  regard 
£10  as  an  inadequate  contribution,  having  regard  to  the  con- 
tinuing increases  in  the  cost  of  labour  and  materials. 

Cromford  Canal , Golden  Valley. — Since  the  canal  has  become 
practically  stagnant  during  the  past  years,  a serious  nuisance 
occurs  when  the  canal  partially  dries  up  in  hot  weather.  The 
smell  of  sewage  is  nauseating,  and  strong  complaints  have  been 
received  from  residents  in  Golden  Valley.  Asa  result,  the  Sur- 
veyor and  I have  discussed  the  matter  with  National  Coal 
Board  officials  on  the  site,  with  the  view  to  proper  treatment  of 
sink  waste  drainage  before  being  discharged  into  the  canal. 
We  were  promised  early  action,  but  at  the  end  of  the  year  we 
were  informed  that  the  N.C.B.  Laboratory  officials  were  con- 
sidering ways  and  means  of  dealing  with  the  effluent. 

Public  convenience , N ottingham  Road , Somercotes. — This  nuis- 
ance still  exists.  On  grounds  of  economy  the  demolition  and 
re-siting  of  this  unsatisfactory  convenience  has  been  deferred. 
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Filthy  or  Verminous  Premises  or  Articles  and 
Verminous  Persons. 

Sections  83-86. 

During  the  year  five  cases  of  filthy  houses  came  to  my  notice, 
two  preliminary  and  three  statutory  notices  were  served. 
Constant  attention  was  given  to  each  case  until  the  premises 
had  been  cleansed  and  disinfested.  After  the  service  of  a Stat- 
utory Notice,  disinfestation  is  carried  out  by  the  department  at 
the  expense  of  the  occupier.  Many  premises  are  disinfested  at 
the  request  of  owners  or  occupiers,  at  their  expense. 

Insecticides  are  sold  to  ratepayers  at  cost  price  for  cock- 
roaches and  other  pests.  The  charge  for  the  service,  in  my 
view,  acts  as  a stimulus  to  make  an  effort  to  keep  down  the  pests. 

Nuisances  and  Offensive  Trades. 

Part  3 — Sections  91-110. 

It  is  the  duty  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector  to  carry  out  system- 
atic inspection  of  his  district  for  the  detection  and  abatement  of 
nuisances.  It  will  be  noted  that  487  visits  and  inspections  have 
been  made,  and  3305  defects  noted  in  respect  of  which,  268  in- 
formal and  35  legal  notices  were  served. 

In  one  or  two  instances  legal  proceedings  were  threatened, 
but  nuisances  were  abated  before  the  cases  were  brought  into 
court. 


Smoke  Nuisances. 

During  the  year  we  have  been  remarkably  free  from  com- 
plaints, although  improvements  could  be  effected  by  the  three 
collieries  and  the  Miners’  Hostel  in  the  area.  From  time  to 
time  the  attention  of  the  Superintendent  of  the  Hostel  has  been 
drawn  to  the  nuisance,  and  it  has  been  established  that  the 
nuisance  has  been  caused  by  careless  firing,  and  inferior  fuel. 

During  the  year,  in  company  with  a member  of  the  Council, 
\ have  had  the  pleasure  of  attending  meetings  of  the  Area 
Smoke  Abatement  Committee  at  Leicester,  Nottingham  and 
Derby.  The  meetings  have  been  well  attended,  informative 
and  interesting.  I am  pleased  to  have  the  opportunity  of  draw- 
ing the  attention  of  my  Council  to  the  useful  work  being  done 
by  the  Regional  Committee  of  the  National  Smoke  Abatement 
Society.  The  representation  is  wide  and  varied,  including  local 
authorities,  most  nationalised  industries  and  private  concerns 
An  opportunity  is  afforded  delegates  to  present  their  particular 
problems  for  discussion,  and  if  possible,  to  resolve  them. 
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Offensive  Trades. 


We  have  only  one  such  establishment  in  the  district,  Messrs. 
S.  Walters  & Sons,  Tripe  Dressers,  George  Street,  Riddings. 
Although  this  is  in  the  centre  of  a built  up  area  not  one  com- 
plaint was  received  during  the  year.  The  factory  is  quite  a 
model  one,  and  every  effort  is  made  to  avoid  nuisance  of  any 
kind.  Underfeed  stoking  has  provided  the  answer  to  the  smoke 
nuisance.  Hygienic  equipment  is  used  in  the  processes,  and 
trade  residues  are  removed  daily  in  covered  galvanised  bins,  to 
my  Leabrooks  depot  for  disposal. 

Limewashing  was  carried  out  at  frequent  intervals. 

Part  4.  Water  Supply. 

Sections  111-142.

Part  5.  Prevention,  Notification  and  Treatment  of 

Infectious  Disease. 

Sections  143-150. 

Cases  of  infectious  diseases  are  brought  to  my  notice  either 
as  a result  of  notification  from  private  practitioners  to  the  Med- 
ical Officer  of  Health,  or  direct  from  them  requesting  me  to 
remove  the  cases  to  hospital.  Home  treatment,  however,  is 
permitted  in  a few  instances  where  effective  isolation  and  atten- 
dance on  the  patient  is  possible.  A record  of  all  cases  is  kept 
in  the  Infectious  Disease  Register.  A visit  is  paid  to  the  in- 
fected premises,  enquiries  made,  and  disinfection  carried  out, 
following  removal  to  hospital  or  recovery  of  the  patient. 

A bottle  of  disinfectant  is  left  for  preliminary  soaking  of 
infected  bedding  and  clothing  prior  to  washing.  The  method  of 
disinfection  is  by  use  of  formaldehyde  lamps  and  spray.  An 
instruction  leaflet  is  left  at  the  houses  as  to  precautions  to  be 
taken  in  cases  of  infectious  disease,  and  to  prevent  the  spread 
of  infection.  In  certain  instances  infected  bedding,  etc.,  is  sent 
to  Morton  Isolation  Hospital  for  steam  disinfection. 

61  Library  books  have  been  disinfected  by  the  department  in 
a special  cabinet  provided  for  the  purpose.  3 consignments  of 
bedding  have  been  sent  to  Morton  Isolation  Hospital  for  steam 
disinfection  during  the  year.  The  cost  was  borne  by  the  owner. 

Part  9.  Common  Lodging  Houses. 

Sections  235-248. 

There  is  only  one  common  lodging  house  in  the  area.  This 
is  frequently  visited  and  is  well  kept  by  the  owner,  Mr.  W.  Davis, 
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under  his  personal  supervision.  The  rooms  are  clean,  well 
ventilated,  and  the  walls  and  ceilings  are  painted  to  facilitate 
cleansing  at  the  prescribed  intervals.  Cooking  facilities  and 
washing  accommodation  are  satisfactory,  all  beds  are  clean  and 
comfortable.  No  complaints  were  received  during  the  year. 


Part  11.  Watercourses,  Ditches,  and  Ponds. 

Sections  257-266. 

As  stated  earlier  in  this  report  the  pollution  of  the  canal  at 
Golden  Valley  still  persists.  We  intend  to  pursue  this  matter 
until  a satisfactory  temporary  solution  is  found,  pending  the 
provision  of  a sewerage  scheme  for  this  part  of  the  district.  It 
is  hoped  that  all  concerned  will  give  this  part  of  the  scheme 
whatever  priority  is  possible,  as  housing  conditions  are  almost 
intolerable,  particularly  in  the  summer  months. 

During  the  year  the  attention  of  the  Surveyor  was  drawn  to 
the  pollution  of  the  watercourse  below  the  Greenhill  Lane  and 
Newlands  Sewage  Works. 


Moveable  Dwellings. 

Sections  268-269. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  we  have  17  moveable  dwellings  on  9 
sites.  All  are  licensed,  the  licences  being  reviewed  every  twelve 
months.  Those  granted  have  the  usual  conditions  attached  to 
each. 

During  the  year  I asked  the  Council  to  consider  the  advisabil- 
ity or  otherwise,  of  the  establishment  of  a Council  controlled 
site  provided  with  all  necessary  amenities.  The  project  was  not 
regarded  with  favour,  it  being  thought  that  the  provision  of  such 
a site  might  attract,  rather  than  discourage  this  type  of  dwell- 
ing. 


Inspection  of  Offices  (Workplaces). 

Section  343. 

Thirty-nine  visits  have  been  made  to  offices  in  the  area  during 
the  year.  All  have  been  well  kept  and  there  lias  been  no  cause 
for  complaint.  The  general  sanitary  arrangements  at  one  large 
office  employing  mixed  staff  have  been  renewed  during  the  year. 

Particular  attention  has  been  paid  to  heating,  lighting,  ven- 
tilation, and  general  sanitary  conditions  in  the  offices  in  the 
area. 
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Places  of  Public  Entertainment. 

Public  Health  Acts  (Amendment)  Act,  1890,  Section  51 
Circular  120,  Ministry  of  Health. 

The  usual  routine  inspections  of  all  places  of  public  entertain- 
ment have  been  carried  out  during  the  year.

Occasional  dances  are  also  held  in  various  school-rooms  in 
the  area,  and  all  are  well  suited  to  the  purpose  from  all  points 
of  view. 

All  places  of  entertainment  have  been  well  maintained  during 
the  year,  and  have  been  regularly  and  systematically  inspected. 
I would  however,  mention  that  I have  made  representations  to 
the  Manager  of  the  Regent  Cinema,  Riddings,  with  regard  to 
the  external  repairs  to  brickwork,  stonework,  window  coverings, 
woodwork  and  general  exterior  decorating.  I have  been  assured 
that  the  matter  will  receive  attention  during  the  year  1953. 

The  usual  certificates  have  been  issued  to  the  Theatre  Mana- 
gers as  to  sanitary  conditions  of  the  premises,  prior  to  their 
application  to  the  Licensing  Justices  for  renewal  of  licenses. 

National  Assistance  Act,  1948. 

Section  48.  Persons  in  need  of  care  and  attention. 

Following  receipt  of  complaints  with  regard  to  the  filthy  con- 
dition of  an  aged  male  person,  Mr.  G.  Greensmith,  aged  75  of 
7,  Park  Street,  Alfreton,  the  premises  were  visited.  He  resided 
with  his  wife  who  complained  that  he  would  not  keep  himself 
clean  and  she  could  not  control  him.  He  refused  to  be  removed 
to  hospital.  I called  in  the  deputy  Medical  Officer,  Dr.  Piccaver, 
who  recommended  his  removal  to  hospital.  We  accordingly 
applied  for  a Court  Order.  Mr.  Greensmith  was  removed  to 
Babbington  House,  Belper,  by  order  of  a special  Court  on 
Thursday,  31st  July,  1952.  He  died  25th  August,  1952.

As  stated  in  previous  reports,  the  department  is  responsible 
for  continuous  effort  to  keep  down  the  rodent,  and  other  pest 
population  of  the  district.  The  measure  of  success  attending  our 
efforts  can  be  gauged  by  the  small  number  of  complaints  receiv- 
ed— seven  compared  with  fourteen  the  previous  year.  The 
majority  of  these  being  from  householders  living  near  poultry 
keepers.  All  complaints  are  quickly  followed  up,  and  baiting 
carried  out. 

As  our  tips  are  worked  by  controlled  tipping  methods  a hole 
is  quickly  noticed  and  gassed. 

No  legal  action  has  been  necessary  during  the  year  under  re- 
view. 

My  rodent  operatives  are  very  interested  in  the  work,  and  an 
opportunity  was  afforded  them  during  the  year  of  taking  a re- 
visional  course  held  under  the  auspices  of  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture  and  Fisheries. 

I am  obliged  to  the  Rodent  Control  Department  of  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries,  Nottingham,  and  also  to 
the  officials  of  the  Pest  Department  of  the  Derbyshire  Agricul- 
tural Executive  Committee  for  their  cordial  co-operation,  and 
also  to  the  latter  for  supplying  me  with  the  details  of  those 
farmers  holding  contracts  for  routine  treatments. 

Two  group  meetings  were  held  during  the  year  at  Matlock  and 
Belper  at  which  matters  of  mutual  interest  and  concern  were 
dealt  with.

A very  pleasing  feature  was  the  abolition  of  ten  of  the  eleven 
closet  sumps  remaining  in  High  Street,  Riddings,  only  No.  27 
now  remains  to  be  converted  and  unfortunately  the  position  of 
this  house  renders  it  necessary  to  provide  a cesspool  or  septic 
tank  at  rather  high  cost  pending  the  provision  of  a sewer  in  that 
part  of  the  district.

During  the  year  housing  repairs  were  carried  out  under 
licence  issued  by  the  council — inspection,  certification  and 
completion  of  works  effected  at  28  premises. 

In  addition  major  repairs,  alterations,  etc.,  were  carried  out 
at  30  business  premises  under  licence  issued  by  the  Ministry  of 
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Works.  The  cost  being  in  excess  of  £200  as  per  circular  59/52 
dated  18th  July,  1952.  This  invites  the  attention  of  local  auth- 
orities to  the  Control  of  Building  Operations  (No.  17)  Order, 
1952  (S.I.  1952  No.  1202)  which  prescribes  the  financial  limits 
within  which  building  and  civil  engineering  work  may  be  done 
without  a licence.  The  effect  of  the  Order  is,  that  during  the 
period  between  1st  July,  1952  and  30th  June,  1953  work  may  be 
done  without  a licence  on  any  single  property  if  its  cost,  to- 
gether with  the  cost  of  any  previous  work  carried  out  on  the 
property  without  a licence  in  the  period,  does  not  exceed  £200 
or,  in  the  case  of  “designated  building”  £500.  While  the  allow- 
ance for  designated  buildings  is  unchanged,  the  allowance  for 
all  other  work  has  been  increased.  Designated  buildings  are 
described  as  industrial  and  agricultural  buildings.  Industrial 
buildings  means  factories  and  workshops,  and  agricultural 
buildings  includes  all  farm  buildings  except  the  farmhouse  and 
farm  workers’  cottages.

Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food  Supply. 

Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938,  Sections  13-16. 

Work  under  this  part  of  the  Act  covers  the  inspection  of  all 
premises  in  which  food  is  prepared,  stored  and  sold.  Attention 
is  given  to  general  cleanliness  of  the  premises,  and  the  persons 
handling,  preparing,  or  engaged  in  the  sale  of  food.

During  the  year  further  progress  has  been  made  to  improve 
the  conditions  in  food  shops.  Several  firms  have  installed  Ascot 
Heaters,  to  provide  a constant  supply  of  hot  water.  Again  the 
attention  of  traders  has  been  drawn  to  the  unsatisfactory  state 
of  their  premises,  and  in  such  cases  immediate  steps  have  been 
taken  to  remedy  such  conditions.  Efforts  were  made  to  have 
protective  covers  over  cakes  exposed  for  sale  to  prevent  con- 
tamination by  dust,  wasps  and  flies. 
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Food  traders  in  the  area  have  co-operated  with  the  Council 
in  our  endeavour  to  exclude  dogs  from  food  shops.  On  two 
occasions  I have  had  to  remark  about  the  strong  smell  of  cats 
on  a Monday  morning,  in  at  least  two  food  shops.  During  the 
year  we  effectively  dealt  with  an  infestation  of  mice  at  one  food 
shop  and  I prefer  to  control  mice  and  other  pests  by  methods 
recommended  by  the  Ministry  than  by  keeping  a cat  locked  up 
in  a food  shop  over  the  weekend. 

Again  it  has  regrettably  been  necessary  to  take  action  as  a 
result  of  extraneous  matter  being  found  in  articles  of  food  in- 
tended for  human  consumption. 


The  first  case  concerned  a man  who  purchased  a cake  from 
a local  cafe.  Whilst  eating  the  cake  he  noticed  what  appeared 
to  be  portions  of  a beetle.  Complaint  was  made  to  me  and  I 
examined  the  portion  of  cake  under  an  “Ultra  Lens”  and  defin- 
itely established  portions  of  a leg  and  proboscis  of  a beetle.  The 
case  was  investigated  and  the  facts  reported  to  the  Public  Health 
Committee.  Legal  advice  was  sought  and  the  case  was  taken 
against  the  vendor  who  did  not  contest  the  case.  Proceedings 
were  taken  on  Wednesday,  14th  May,  1952  and  the  case  was 
dismissed  on  payment  of  4/-  costs,  the  Chairman  of  the  Bench 
remarking  that  the  defendant  had  been  a victim  of  circum- 
stances. The  baker  was  not  proceeded  against. 

The  second  case  concerned  a beetle  found  in  a loaf  of  bread 
sold  in  an  adjoining  rural  district,  and  reported  to  my  colleague. 
Together  we  visited  the  bakery  premises,  and  the  baker  in- 
formed us  that  he  was  aware  that  he  had  an  infestation  and  he 
was  taking  steps  to  abate  the  nuisance  and  showed  us  the 
insecticide  he  was  using.  I informed  him  that  my  services 
were  always  available  to  deal  with  any  such  infestation  if  he  was 
willing  to  pay  the  cost.  Pointing  of  the  brickwork  to  the  oven 
was  carried  out  together  with  the  use  of  Gammexane  and  the 
infestation  was  satisfactorily  dealt  with.  Proceedings  were 
not  taken  in  this  case  by  the  adjoining  authority. 

My  Council  take  a very  serious  view  of  carelessness  in  food 
preparation  or  handling,  and  it  is  hoped  that  our  efforts  in  the 
matter  of  clean  food  propaganda  will  have  the  desired  effect. 


Clean  Food  Byelaws. 

Clean  Food  Byelaws  are  in  operation  in  the  area  and  are 
rigidly  enforced. 

Ice  Cream  (Heat  Treatment,  etc.)  Regulations , 1947  and  1948. 

During  the  year  all  premises  in  which  ice  cream  is  manufac- 
tured, stored  and  sold  have  been  subjected  to  regular  inspection. 

Ice  cream  parlours  are  provided  where  loose  ice  cream  is  sold, 
with  washing  facilities,  hot  and  cold  water,  clean  towels  and 
soap  available,  suitably  lighted  and  ventilated. 
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All  conservators  from  which  ice  cream  is  sold  are  provided 
with  “Stowed”  protective  covers  to  prevent  misuse  of  the  con- 
servators and  possible  contamination. 

Manufacturers’  premises  in  the  area  are  most  up-to-date  and 
their  products  are  manufactured  under  hygienic  conditions.

Fried  Fish  Shops . 

There  are  25  fried  fish  shops  in  the  area.  These  have  been 
regularly  inspected  and  all  have  been  particularly  well  kept, 
and  there  has  been  no  cause  for  complaint.  Applications  for 
the  establishment  of  new  businesses  are  submitted  to  the  Town 
Planning  Officer  for  his  observations. 

Milk  Supply. 

Milk  and  Dairies  Acts  and  Orders  and  Food  and  Drugs  Act , '938. 

Provisions  as  to  Milk , Dairies , etc.,  Section  20-26. 

Food  and  Drugs  (Milk  and  Dairies)  Act , 1944. 

I am  greatly  concerned  about  the  unsatisfactory  method  of 
some  retailers  so  far  as  taking  delivery  of  bottled  milk  is  con- 
cerned. The  lack  of  suitable  provision  for  the  reception  of 
bottled  milk  from  the  wholesalers  renders  it  necessary  for 
carriers  to  place  crates  of  bottled  milk  on  footpaths,  yards  and 
passages,  where  they  can  be  fouled  by  dogs.  Verbal  warnings 
have  been  issued  and  if  an  improvement  is  not  effected  more 
drastic  action  will  have  to  be  taken. 

On  the  22nd  August  a lady  telephoned  to  inform  me  that  she 
suspected  that  she  was  being  sold  Raw  Milk  as  Tuberculin 
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Tested.  I visited  the  retailer  and  he  admitted  having  filled  the 
bottles. 

The  Derbyshire  County  Council  subsequently  prosecuted  the 
distributor.  The  case  was  heard  on  the  12th  November,  1952. 
The  charges  being  that  on  the  21st  and  22nd  August,  1952  : 

(<t)  Did  unlawfully  use  a special  designation  for  the  purpose  of 
the  sale  of  milk  namely  that  the  milk  was  Tuberculin 
Tested  (Pasteurised)  in  a manner  calculated  to  suggest  that 
it  referred  to  that  milk— He,  then  not  holding  a licence 
authorising  the  use  of  that  designation  in  connection  with 
that  milk  contrary  to  Section  3 of  the  Food  and  Drugs 
Act,  Milk,  Dairies  and  Artificial  Cream  Act,  1950. 

(/;)  Unlawfully  did  sell  milk  to  which  a certain  false  trade 
description  was  then  applied,  viz.: — Tuberculin  Tested 
(Pasteurised)  contrary  to  Section  2 of  the  Merchandise 
Marks  Act,  1887. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Bench  informed  the  defendant  that  the 
Magistrates  took  a very  serious  view  of  the  case. 

He  was  fined  £5  on  each  of  the  first  two  charges  and  £10  on 
each  of  the  second  charges,  including  £5  Advocate’s  Fee.

All  food  animals  are  slaughtered  in  Government  Controlled 
Slaughterhouses,  with  the  exception  of  the  cottagers’  pigs 
slaughtered  under  licence  issued  at  the  local  Food  Office. 

An  effort  is  made  to  examine  as  many  as  possible  of  these 
pigs.  We  license  slaughterhouses  for  the  convenience  of 
slaughtering  such  animals,  as  this  is  preferable  to  the  practice 
of  slaughtering  in  back  yards  with  the  attendant  inconvenience 
and  nuisance. 

During  the  year  16  private  slaughterhouses  were  licensed, 
and  40  licences  to  stun  were  issued  or  renewed,  and  fees 
amounting  to  .-£2  have  been  collected  for  the  latter.

The  conditions  under  which  shop  assistants  and  others  work 
in  this  area  in  my  opinion  bears  favourable  comparison  with 
any  other  area  in  the  country.  Attention  is  given  to  the  various 
matters  affecting  the  comfort  and  welfare  of  the  assistants, 
including  seats  for  females,  rest  rooms  if  possible,  sanitary 
conveniences,  washing  facilities,  heating,  lighting,  ventilation 
and  general  cleanliness  of  premises.  Food  shops  in  particular 
are  frequently  visited. 

During  the  year  a total  of  2358  visits  have  been  made  to  shop 
premises,  4 verbal  warnings  have  been  given  with  regard  to 
selling  after  hours,  and  of  being  open  on  the  regular  early 
closing  day  for  sale  of  articles  other  than  those  prescribed.

The  Public  Cleansing  Service. 

The  financial  details  relating  to  this  service  cover  those  for 
the  year  ending  31st  March,  1953.  The  figures  have  been 
checked  against  the  books  kept  by  the  Council’s  Financial  Offi- 
cer. Every  possible  economy  has  been  effected  consistent  with 
the  maintenance  of  an  efficient  service.

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As  was  the  case  in  1951,  the  year  under  review  was  quite  un- 
eventful, as  far  as  maintaining  the  service  was  concerned.  The 
winter  was  by  no  means  severe,  if  the  comparison  was  based 
on  1947  we  had  some  falls  of  snow,  but  no  dislocation  of  the 
service  was  caused,  and  it  was  not  necessary  for  me  to  suspend 
house  refuse  collection  to  assist  the  Surveyor  in  snow  removal. 
The  sickness  rate  for  the  year  shows  an  all  round  reduction 
when  compared  with  the  figures  for  1951.  Details  may  be  had 
on  reference  to  the  costing  report  on  services.  The  informa- 
tion is  collated  quarterly  and  a return  is  submitted  to  the  North 
East  Derbyshire  Cleansing  Officers’  Committee.  The  statistics 
are  submitted  from  most  authorities  in  Derbyshire. 

As  a department  we  try  to  satisfy  the  needs  of  the  commun- 
ity. We  endeavour  to  call  at  premises  at  the  same  time  each 
week,  and  it  is  to  the  credit  of  the  crew  of  each  vehicle  that 
complaints  received  during  the  year  have  been  very  few  in 
number.  Every  complaint  is  followed  up  by  the  driver  of  the 
vehicle  concerned  and  as  often  as  not  we  find  the  person  making 
the  complaint  is  not  entirely  free  from  blame,  e.g. : trellis  doors 
and  gates  being  locked  against  us. 

Protective  Clothing. 

As  in  previous  years  all  workmen  have  been  provided  with 
two  suits  of  overalls  and  one  pair  of  protective  gloves.  Rein- 
forced gloves  are  provided  for  handling  baled  scrap,  etc. 

Plant. 

The  Salvage  Plant  at  Leabrooks  consists  of  textile  and  paper 
baling  sheds,  the  two  Hunter  Penrose  hand  operated  baling 
presses  have  been  replaced  by  two  T.  type  Tonge’s  electric 
screw  baling  presses  for  waste  paper  and  textiles. 

During  the  year  we  changed  over  from  single  phase  current 
supplied  by  the  Alfreton  Park  Estate  Co.  to  the  3-phase  supply 
by  the  East  Midlands  Electricity  Board. 

We  have  now  installed  a hot  water  service,  provided  by  a 
36-gallon  cylinder  and  immersion  heater,  giving  us  a constant 
supply  of  hot  water. 


Garages. 

We  have  accommodation  for  three  vehicles  at  our  Leabrooks 
depot  and  for  three  at  the  Market  Place,  Somercotes.  We 
have  excellent  facilities  for  inspection  and  greasing  of  vehicles, 
charging  batteries,  etc.  and  this  has  resulted  in  a considerable 
saving  to  this  authority.  The  installation  of  our  own  com- 
pressor and  plug  cleaning  set  would  be  a great  advantage. 
Neighbouring  authorities  claim  to  have  set  up  their  own  re- 
pairing services,  and  the  cost  of  maintaining  our  increasing 
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fleet  of  mechanically  propelled  vehicles  at  local  garages  is  one 
that  should,  in  my  view,  be  periodically  reviewed  in  the  light  of 
rising  costs,  although  the  service  given  by  private  firms  in  this 
area  is  all  that  could  be  desired,  and  we  do  enjoy  a degree  of 
priority  with  them.  During  the  coming  summer  I hope  to 
provide  central  heating  in  the  garages. 

Motor  Vehicles.

House,  Trade  Refuse  and  Nightsoil. 

Throughout  the  year  the  regular  service  was  maintained. 
House  refuse  collected  once  per  week,  trade  refuse  and  salvage 
twice  a week,  closet  pails  at  least  once  a week,  except  in  cases 
of  overcrowded  premises  where  pails  are  emptied  twice  weekly. 
Cesspools  have  been  emptied  free  of  charge  twice  per  year, 
and  where  necessary  additional  clearances  have  been  charged 
for.  The  revenue  from  these  sources  can  be  ascertained  on 
reference  to  the  costing  report  on  services.  The  unit  has  been 
in  great  demand  during  the  year  by  adjoining  Rural  District 
Councils  and  the  Derbyshire  County  Council.  Whenever 
possible  we  have  obliged. 

The  Cesspool  Emptier  has  given  us  excellent  service  and  I 
often  wonder  how  we  managed  without  it  prior  to  1946.  The 
machine  is  serviced  every  week.  This  vehicle  was  thoroughly 
overhauled,  scraped  and  re-cellulosed  and  is  quite  as  good  as 
new.  In  light  of  experience  we  carry  spares  for  all  wearing 
parts  as  we  cannot  afford  to  have  this  vehicle  out  of  service. 

Disposal  of  House  Refuse. 

The  controlled  tips  at  Leabrooks  and  Cod  nor  Park  have  been 
well  maintained  during  the  year,  and  due  to  the  rapid  growth 
of  the  district  by  industrial  development,  municipal  and  private 
building,  a steadily  increasing  volume  of  refuse  had  to  be  dealt 
with.  We  have  been  fortunate  in  having  placed  at  our  disposal 
a further  tipping  site  of  4j  acres,  which  the  Granwo  )d  Flooring 
Co.  required  levelling.  I estimate  there  will  be  a further  year’s 
tipping  on  this  site.  This  will  conserve  our  tipping  space  at 
Leabrooks  and  elsewhere.  We  are  thus  in  a very  happy 
position  with  regard  to  tipping  facilities  in  the  area.  Again  we 
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have  had  numerous  visitors  to  our  depot  and  tipping  site  from 
other  authorities  and  school  children  in  their  last  year  at 
school.  All  have  been  impressed  with  what  we  have  to  show 
them  in  the  hygienic  disposal  of  refuse,  and  the  reclamation  of 
waste  materials. 

As  in  previous  years  the  Surveyor’s  Department  very  kindly 
tar  sprayed  the  tip  road  and  frontage  to  the  buildings  on  the  site. 

Reclamation  of  Raw  Materials. 

We  again  enjoyed  the  privilege  of  having  a guaranteed  mar- 
ket for  our  reclaimed  materials,  but  during  the  year  the  peak 
was  reached  in  market  prices  and  the  inevitable  slump  devel- 
oped. The  price  of  waste  paper  fell  from  £16  in  January  to 
£7/10  0 in  December,  woollens  from  £160  to  £50  per  ton,  and 
cloth  from  £40  to  £25  per  ton.  Consequently  there  was  a con- 
siderable fall  in  tonnage  of  salvage  sold  and  price  per  ton  realised, 
and  stock  piling  was  resorted  to  owing  to  the  imposition  of  a 
tonnage  quota  for  waste  paper. 

Reference  to  the  Costing  Report  on  Services  will  show  the 
comparison  in  receipts  from  Salvage  in  year  ending  March, 
1953,  with  the  previous  year  : 

1952  706  tons  at  £8/0/8  per  ton 

1953  474  tons  at  £6/12/1  per  ton 

We  hope  to  continue  our  salvage  effort  however,  as  it  is 
realised  that  there  are  often  factors  to  be  taken  into  consider- 
ation apart  from  the  monetary  gain  from  salvage  recovery. 

Trade  Refuse. 

The  income  from  46  business  premises  for  the  collection  of 
trade  refuse  not  having  any  salvage  value,  and  including  various 
firms  who  deposit  refuse  on  the  tip  at  a charge  of  1/-  per  load 
or  ton,  was  £206/15/4. 

Messrs.  Deosan  Ltd.  have  deposited  238  tons,  8 cwts.  of  straw 
at  lid.  per  cwt.,  i.e. : £29/16/0.
